Turner stated in connection with 


the Hamilton Hall affair that there 
was no Socialist meeting In progress 
at the-time, according to the police 
report; that the I. W. W.s gathered I 
before the place, and when an at- 
tompt wa<; -made to disperse trn>m, 
went (nto the hall, and that every

blind Socialist secretary, by the police- 
men.

of Collision 


Water Floods State Rooms 
Before Inmates Are Able to

•NEW HAVEN, England, March 16. 


—Pour passengers and several sailors 
are believed to have been drowned 
this morning as a result of a ^collision 
between the Peninsular- and. Oriental 
liner Oceania and vthe- 'Oerrrian barK 
Pjsagua. off teea'chy. Head, In the Eng- 
lish channel. 


The Oceania, which had on board 


55,000,000 in bullion, sank soon after 
the crash. .The bullion was being 
conveyed to China a,s a part of tho 
advance being mude bv International 
bankers to ihe Chinese government. 


For some time the Ihes 
of 
the 


liner's 41 passengers and of the 280 
men of her crew were placed in gan- 
ger. 
Twenty-eight of the passengers 


were landed here and nine at East- 
born in small bo'ats, but it Is feared 
that the other four have been 'drown- 
ed, together with some members of 
the Lascar crew by the capsizing of a 
boat which was transferring them to 
a cross-channel steamer standing by.

ing down the English channel when 
the bark smashed into her broadt,ide 
on, ripping a great hole in the bide of 
the steamer. The passengers and the 
steamer's ofticrrs behaved with great 
calmness, but the ere\v, composed of 
Lascars, was panic-stricken and de- 
layed the lowering o'f the boats. 


Boats lowered from a cross-channel 


steamer picked up a large number of 
passengers who wore floundering \n 
tho water. 
Lifeboats were sent out 


from shore in reply to ."ignalH of di^- 
tress. An attempt \\aa made to beach 
the Oceania, but she sank too cnnckiy.

HIS EEflSE

who has been In America only six months, 
a clever thief victimized the young Ger- 
man and was subsequently Instrumental 
in causing Korn's arrest on a charge of 
attempting to pass a Confederate bill 
for $60 With tho tears streaming down 
his face and his voice broken by .sobs, 
Kem told his story in the police court 
this morning, and so real was his dis- 
tress at the trouble Into which he had 
boLii led inadvertently t/iat Judge Tappan 
dismissed the cose and gave Korn his 
freedom 


Korn, who Is only 18 years of ago, was 


arrested yesterday by Patrolman McCor- 
mack on tho complaint of George Parker 
of 317 Broadwaj'. Parker explained that 
Korn and W. Maynard, who was thought 
to be an accomplice had come to his place 
of business at 317 . Broadway, and had 
attempted to pass a Confederate bill for 
?50 in payment for some clothes. Both 
Korn and Majnard were arrested on a 
technical charge of attempting to put in 
circulation Confederate currency as law- 
ful money. 


While the court was In session this 


morning, young Korn, seated friendless In 
the prisoner's cage among drunks and 
vagrants and felony, was overcome by 
the disgrace of his position, and com- 
menced 
to cry 
silently. Inquiry 
was 


made by Bailiff Charles McCarthy, as to 
the troublp, and Korn sobbed out his 
story In broken TCngllsh. Ho had been 
accosted by a stranger on the street while 
•waitin/r for 
a street car, the atransref 


asking If ho could cash a J50 bill. Korn 
lodged In ftn Eighth street house, and to 
proteot his savings, carried his money 
around with • him. He could read Eng- 
lish sufficiently to malce out that the 
bill was for ISO, and gave the stranger 
gold for the worthless paper. 
Later he met Maynard, who lodged In 


the same house, and the two want to 
Huieul u. ami UL liolnub in ParXer b bluro. 
The arrest followed whan Parker dis- 
covered that the bill was worthless. 


Korn's story was confirmed In every 
detail by Maynard, who Is a, carpenter 
IB years of age. Maynard explained that 
he bad never gone to public school, and 
could read only a little English. 
He hod 


not heard of the Confederate states of 
America and thought the bill was good 
money. Both men were allowed to go.

Leaving the Sunset Lumber company's 
wharf this morning after discharging a 
small cargo of lumber was the steam

The Simpson is 
a new vessel this being her first trip to 
this port 
She is a trim craft and is 
of the average steam schooner size. She 
was built to help fill in the s,lump of 
lumber carriers which has been causing 
coast shlppeis much concern. She runs 
between this port and Coos Bay. 
The scarcity of cement canlers from 
this port was somewhat relieved today, 
when a small fleet of vessels tied up at 
Long wharf for the purpose of picking 
up cement cargoes. Considerable cement 
is shipped from this side annually, but 
the scarcity of bottoms has made the 
shipping of this material out of the port 
rather scarce.

night in jumping off the engine of West- 
ern Pacific train No. 8, running between 
San Fianclsco and Sacramento when tho 
main crank pin broke, tearing off tho rod 
and the whole side of the track. 
The 
accident allowed a quantity of steam to 
escape and the lives of the engineer and 
firemen, A. Epperson, were endangered. 
Calling to Epperson to turn off tho 
water and steam pipe Huss jumped, the 
fireman doing likewise. 
It was in Jumping that HUBS sustained 
his injuries consisting- of 
severe cuts 
about the head, bodily bruises and pos- 
sible Internal injuries. 
Epperson 
es- 
caped with a few scratches and a wetting 
as he landed In a ditch at the foot of 
& 20 foot embankment. That he was not 
more severely Injured Is considered re- 
markable. 
The passengers were 
severely jolted 
when the train came to a. sudden stand- 
still on the mechanical application of 
the air brakes. The train in charge of 
Conductor B. Powers, was running at a 
high rate, of speed at the time of the 
accident. 
The disaster happened, shortly after G 
o'clock on the single track about half 
way between San Ixsandro and this place. 
It was" over three 
hours 
before the 
wrecking crew, which was 
summoned 
from Oakland, cleared the track. Train 
No.. 1 from Salt Lake City from tho op- 
posite direction was 
delayed from the 
accident to the Sacramento train and 
passengers destined for Oakland and San 
Francisco alighted at 
Hayward 
and 
reached their destinations by tho Oak- 
land Traction cars. 
Engineer Frank Huss lives in Oakland 
and was removed to his home In that 
place.

Tho cast is divided 
evenly Into two factions, favoring Roose- 
velt and Taft; the middle west seems to 
be for the man with his hat in the ring, 
and here In the far west I believe Roose- 
velt la slightly favored. The Pacific coast, 
however, realizes that we would not have 
hid the fair In San Francisco had not 
President Taft stood pat, and this will 
b« a strong factor In the fight. It is 
probable, however, that in tho'convention 
the delegates will fear to split the party 
lote, and will put In a dark horse, a man 
acceptable to both sides, such as Cum- 
mins, of Iowa.

DISPERSES PARADE. 


About 9 p. m , lilareh 3, Chief Wilson

flag.

Murder Was Slain on III- 


• 
Fated Vessel. 


SAN FRANCISCO. March 16. — While 


the steamship Rosecrans Is pounding to 
pieces on the rocks at Gavlota, and the 
government Inspectors aro preparing to 
fix the blame for the wreck of the ves- 
sel. It has been forgotten that the decks 
of the old ship bear the marks of a trag- 
edy which bore an Intimate part of the 
struggle of tho Irish people for political 
liberty. 
. 
Many persons recall the Phoenix Park 
murders in Dublin, but only a few re- 
member that the man 
who Informed 
upon the authors of thoae crimes was 
slain aboard the Rosecrans when she 
was a maiden ship, and known as the 
Methven Castle 
That was back in 1883; and since that 
time the Rosecrans has seen long and 
varied service 
After the historic tragedy 
of w hic-h she was a part, the name of 
th% ship was changed to Columbia, and 
under that name she Balled through many 
seas both as a British and 
American 
owned vessel. 
Then came the Spanish- 
American nar, and the ship was acquired 
by the United States government and 
placed in the army transport service un- 
der the name of the Rosecrans, in honor 
of General Rosecrana of Civil War fame. 
She se.-Ced her militant purpose during 
the war and afterward, 
and then the 
Associated Oil company obtained control 
of her, and she has since been engaged 
in the strictly commercial work of trans- 
porting crude California oil to market. 


DURING EARLY VOYAGE. 


Early 
In 
1883, the 
Rosecrans was 
launched at Glasgow, Scotland, and plac- 
ed in British service 
between 
South- 
ampton and Cape Town, South Africa. 
T/ie tragedy that made the ship a part 
of Irish history occurred during one of 
her earliest voyages. 


On May 6, 1882, Lord Frederick Charles 
Cavendish, British Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, arrived at Dublin to assume the 
direction of Irish affairs. Accompanying 
him was his under secretary, Thomas H. 
Burke. That was just a few days after 
Charles Stewart Parnell. the Home Rule 
leader, had been released from KJlmain- 
ham jail, where he had been confined on 
charge of sedition 
His release 
had 
caused the resignation of William 
E. 
Forster from the Irish secretaryship, and 
Lord Cavendish had come to take his 
place. 


On the very day of Lord Cavendish's 
arrival In Dublin, he and Burke were 
slain in Phoenix Park by members of 
the violent faction of the -anti-British 
party, 


RUN TO EARTH.• 


Every available agency of the British 
government was at once set in motion to 
capture and punish the slayers of Lord 
Cavendish and Burke, and finally through 
information supplied by one Carey, who 
turned traitor against his confederates, 
the Phoenix Park criminals were -run to 
earth. 


The British government did not dare 
release Carey within Great Britain, for 
the friends of the men Carey hod be- 
trayed had sworn to kill him. And that 
was when the storm beaten Rosecrans or 
the Methven Castle, as she was then 
known, found placo in the history of 
Ireland's Home Rule struggle. 


In the hope of eluding the watchful 
agents of the Phoenix Park conspirators, 
the British government Smuggled Carey 
aboard the Methven Castle just before 
she sailed for South Africa.' But. in spite 
of all the official precaution the friends 
of the condemned slayers of Lord Caven- 
dish managed to place an avenging agent

years old, but looks scarcely fifteen with

He 
has worked for C. F. Schelthe, a meat 
cutter, for about two years, and at first 
his employer had nothing but good to 
say for htm 
Then he fell'Into bad com- 


pany, began drinking1 and grew less de- 
pendable. But no suspicion of his honesty 
was felt by his employer until at the 
end of about one year's time 
Then 


Scheithe's cashier discovered a discrep- 
ancy in a collection which the boy had 
made and began making Investigations 
which led to the discovers' that Manuel 
had taken $347 in less than one year. 


He was able to get so much without 


suspicion through 
his 
collections. Be- 


cause he wrote an almost illegible hand 
the memoranda of these collections was 
not read by the cashier in entering: them 
up on her books, but itanuel was allowed 
to read them aloud to the girl who took 
them down. A skillfi'l juggling of the 
figures was all that was needed to get 
the money. 


PAYS OFF $100. 


But In spite of tha evidence of guilt

WASHINGTON, March 10.—'/The SItka 


Mining District of Alaska," by Adolph 
Knopf, Is a brief report just Issued by 
the United States Geological Survey as 
Bulletin 504. While the output of the 
mines of tho Sltka district has helped to 
swell the value of tho annual mineral 
production of Alaska,-the production has 
nt no time been comparable •with thai of 
the big producing districts of the terri- 
tory. The gold deposits of the SItka dis- 
trict are found in quartz so that the de- 
velopment has beon that of lode rold min- 
ing; Although the first lode mining In 
Alaska is credited to tho SItka mining 
district—In 1871—little or nothing 
was 


actually produced until 3905, when dis- 
coveries of auriferous lodes were mado 
near Klag Bay, on Chlchagof Island. 


The conclusions reached by Mr. Knopf 
as to the mineral resources of the SItka 
district are that they consist of gold and 
gypsum, with granite as a possible un- 
developed resource. The gold Is found In 
quartz lodes and two properties at Klag 
Bay have been put on a productive basis, 
with strong promise of a prosperous ca- 
reer. The ores, which range In value from 
$13 to ?90 a ton, are 
of considerably 


higher grade than tho average ore of 
southeastern Alaska.

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The Poll Tax Exactioti. 


Nobody attempts to defend the poll tax on ethical grounds or to 


prove that it is an equitable impost fairly distributed and collected. 
Those who oppose its abolition make plausible assertions which do 
not refute, or even combat, the demonstrated charge that the tax is 
unjust and unfair and inilicts an unnecessary and brutal hardship 
on the wage-earning class. 


Job Wood Jr., a deputy in the office of the State Superintendent 


of Public Instruction, spe.i-cing to an assemblage of teachers at 
Fresno, urged them to vote to retain the poll tax on the gVound 
that the State School Fund derives about $700,000 a year from that 
source, which sum would have to be made up by some other method 
of taxation equally burdensome in case the poll tax should bej 
abolished. 


To which the Sacramento Bee makes the sharp retort that it 


does not know how much in this matter Wood may have been 
speaking for himself, or how much for Hyatt, but neither has any 
right to address the teachers officially in this_ regard, and to urge 
them, from motives of self-interest, real or imaginary, or on behalf 
of the schools, to try to defeat a most just and needful tax reform. 


If Wood did not speak by authority for Superintendent Hyatt, 


he undoubtedly expressed the sentiments of that functionary. Hyatt 
has been actively organizing opposition to the proposed repeal of 
the poll tax, and a manifest effort is being made to get all the 
teachers.-of the State to unite in a propaganda against the repeal. 
In furtherance of this scheme private appeals are being made to 
the selfishness and credulity of teachers, who are told that their 
-salaries are likely to be reduced in case the poll tax is abolished. 
This sordid argument is being artfully disseminated by word of 
'mouth among the teachers, and it has undoubtedly influenced not 
a few. It is stated, moreover, that if salary reductions do not fol- 
low, there is likely to be a reduction in the number of teachers, and 
'that there will be no hope of salary increases. 


Kt is somewhat disheartening that such cnrde and selfish argu- 


ments— arguments so palpably sophistical and unethical— should 
in made in behalf of an unjust and oppressive tax on the mere 
iiSght to live and labor. It is still more disheartening that argu- 
r'ments so sordid and shallow, and so obviously addressed to narrow 
•elf-interest, should appeal with force to men and women of the 
Educated class engaged in' teaching the young. 
^ 
Wood was wrong in two essential particulars. The amount the 


"State School Fund now derives from the poll tax will not be lost 
<nor will -it have to be made up by some other method of taxation 
^equally objectionable. The deficiency can easily be made up from 
*;the ordinary tax on property .and 'corporation incomes. The salaries 
of teachers will riot be reduced and the schools will not be denied 
-adequate financial support. Bugbears are being set up to frighten 
the teachers into opposing an act of justice. The issue of expedi- 
ency is a false -one raised to obscure the real issue of right and

Traifs of the Transplanted Highlander. 


Had the shooting down of the judge, district attorney and 


sheriff in a Virginia courtroom occurred in the mountains of Al- 
bania or in Sicily, American newspaper would have descanted upon 
the barbarism still latent in some European countries; but this home 
example cannot be made the text of gratulation at the expense of 
our neighbors. It would go hard with Mexico to equal this atroc- 
ity. Virginia is an old-settled State, but the sanguinary incident 
at Hillsville occurred in a sparsely settled backwoods mountain 
region inhabited by a primitive people who have never reconciled 
themselves to the conventional regulations imposed by modern so- 
ciety. Why they should not be permitted to turn their corn into 
whisky and sell it without being taxed and submitting to regula- 
tions that they regard as oppressive is a problem they have never 
solved satisfactorily. 


"I can grind my corn into meal and sell the meal without being 


bothered and taxed," says the mountaineer; "why can't I distill it 
into whisky and sell the whisky?" 


So there is an element of individual freedom at the bottom of the 


moonshiner's lawlessness. The law has come to be regarded as 
arrogant in this dark corner of the world. To the crude intelligence 
of these rough, primitive people the officers of the law are instru- 
ments of tyranny—agents of a despotic power that infringes their 
liberty and interferes with tlieir means of procuring a livelihood. 


Having convinced themselves that the law is unjust and op- 


pressive, resistance follows as a matter of course. In a rude fashion 
they put in practice the recall of judges and decisions of the courts. 
To be sent to" prison for distilling their corn into whisky instead 
of grinding it into meal was an outrage to be resisted. They did 
resist. They slew the judge on the bench, the attorney who prose- 
cuted them and the sheriff who was waiting to enforce the judg- 
'ment of the court; and then fled to their mountain fastnesses. 


These Virginia mountaineers are of the same stock as Rob Roy 


McGregor. Their ethics and mode of reasoning are inheritances 
from a Plighland ancestry that held personal liberty in the highest' 
esteem and carried to an extreme which crimsoned the land with 
bloody feuds and brought-outlawry on whole families and clans. 


The forbears of these Virginia moonshiners were deported and 


expatriated to relieve the Highlands of their lawless and turbuhit 
presence, but the savage instincts of the race have survived in the 
Allegheny and Cumberland mountains. 


It is now unlawful for a justice of the peace in New Jersey to 


perform the marriage ceremony. Governor Wilson signed a law to 
that effect. New Jersey has been a Gretna Green for eloping 
couples from New York. Persons divorced in New York and for 
bidden to remarry have been in the habit of crossing the Hudson 
and getting married again in defiance of the New York law. It will 
not be so easy for such people to get married in future—not in New 
Jersey. Clergymen are not so ready to marry .strangers as they for- 
merly were, and judges of courts of record are expected to be more 
particular than justices of the peace have been. However, a law 
making illegal a remarriage prohibited by the laws of New York 
would have been more efficacious. 
Still the ease and haste with 


which marriages could be contracted in the past has provided much 
scandal for the press and much business for the divorce courts, and 
*Ji« ^,w ip,v tfjll rhi"r1f if- if if drifs not wholly prevent a flagranf 
and growing evil.

Addhon has well said, "T have always preferred cheerfulness to 


mirth. The latter I consider as an act, tho former as a habit of mind." 
So it Is, mirth is short lived, like the flashing of a meteor across the 
blackness of the sky. Cheerfulness Is like the sun that shines all the 
livelong: day, driving all night away. Certainly. God 
Intends us to be cheerful and happy. He has given, 
us the golden sunshine, the songs of tiie birds, the 
beauty of the flowers and the laughter of friends. 
Jesus was a beam of sunshine -wherever he went. 
He pointed out royal road to true blessedness here 
and hereafter. Have you noticed that several times 
Jesus used this formula, "Be of g-ood cheer?" Find 
the passages and you -will see that on each occasion 
he gives a different reason fir if. 


First, this man who is side of the palsy is brought 


to the Master to ba healed of his disease, and he 
said to him: "Be of good cheer; thy sins be for- 
given thee." Here forgiveness of sins Is the first 
great reason for good cheer. Nothing so shuts out 
the light of God and crushes the heart like debt ana 
guilt. Nothing makes the soul quite so light as a 
bill canceled and sins forgiven. The immortal Bun- 
yan made this clear In his "Pilgrim's Progress." 
Listen, "So 1 saw Jn 


my dream that Just as Christian came up with the cross his burden 
loosened off his shoulders and fell fr^m off his back and began to 
tumble, and BO continued to do till it came to the mouth of sepulchre, 
where it fell In, and I saw It no more. Then was Christian glad, and 
lightsome, and said with a merry heart, 'He hath given me rest by His 
sor.row and life by His death.' And he went on singing; 


'Thus far dicl come, laden with my sin. 
Nor could ought ease me from the grief I was la 
'Till I came hither. 
Blest cross! Blest sepulchre! Blest rather be 
The man that^there was put to shame for me.'" 


VOICE-OVER THE WATERS. 


Then on that never-to-be-forgotten night when the disciples had 


attempted to cross the Sea of Gallllee. The •waves -were contrary. They 
•were toiling in rowing. It was 3 o'clock in the morning and the Saviour 
came to them walking on the water. They wei'e afraid, they cried out, 
and over the darkened waters came a.voice of blessed assurance: "It 
is I, be not afraid." We too often think of Christ as a distant friend. 
He is near us. When that is realized it brings'its own poise and glad- 
ness. He who crossed the stream of life by the same stepping tones 
•we have to pass. He who passed through the same region of care by 
the same road sajs, "Be of good cheer, I am with thee." 
Like the 


Psalmist we sing: 
"Yea, though I walk through the valley and the 


shadow of death I -will fear no evil, for thou art with me, thy rod and 
thy staff they comfort me." 


But in that last night before1 His betrayal when Jesus was giving 


' His followers His last counsels and warnings; after He had told them 


of their discomforts and discouragements and responsibilities, He said: 
"But be of good cheer, I have overcome the world." Here reliance 
upon Christ's magnificent victory is to be a factor in our own hearteft- 
ing and assurance. 


He overcame. The tussle was a stern one. The world, the flesh 


and the devil made their grand assault against the bulwarks of that 
great soul. But though He went out to crucifixion He never lowered 
His colors. Faithful unto death. He worked out the Divine plan for 
Himself and for man. Dying, He became the world's Savior, and He 
put His pierced hands under the world's sin and sorrow. Trusting 
Him, you may overcome. The malicious forces of hell may threaten 
your life; cheer up. If you put your case in His hands, the strength of 
His \-ictory will come" into your soul. 


Then remember that millions have overcome. The Apostle saw 


them, "a, great multitude that 'no man could number." Once they 
-lived down here, as you and I do now. They were in the thick of the 
fight; now they are In the volume of the glory. They were In the foro- 
tront or the battle; now they are close before the throne. 


"I' asked them whence their victory came, 
They with united breath. 
Ascribe their conquest to the Lamb, 
Their triumph to His death."

His attorneys filed notice of 


an appeal to the supreme court Judije 
Willis aid not fix the day for his exe- 
cution until several hours afte.r pro- 
nouncing tlie sentence, when .he set 
May 24 as the day of judgment. 


When the Rogers case was called 
his counsel made motion for a new 
trial and an arrest of judgment, both 
of which were- denied. 
As the pris- 


oner arose to receive sentence. Judge 
AViIlis himself showed the only emo- 
tion noticeable m the packed court- 
room. Friends and relatives of Rog- 
ers were near, but there was no dem- 
onstration. Judge Willis alone seem- 
ing to regret and to di&lfke the neces- 
gity of sending-a man to death. 


SENTENCE PRONOUNCED. 


"The evidence showed that 
you 


ha\e by your own hand taken a hu- 
man life," said the court. "This is a. 
very lamentable thing, fraught with 
sad consequences. In this case there 
are no mitigating circumstances, and 
by the laws of this state there is only 
one penalty which the court way pro- 
nounce. 
The duty 
of 
pronouncing 


Judgment is always 
painful to the 


oourt, but there is no option about It, 


d it must be pronounced. It Is the 


Judgment of the law and the sentence 
of this court that you, the said John 
Rogers, suffer the penalty of death, 
ana that you, within ten days, . be 
taken by the sheriff to San Quentin 
penitentiary and turned over to the 
warden, and.by the warden, on a daite- 
hereafter to be fixed, you are to be 
hanged by the neck until you shall be 
dead." 
Rogers' counsel 
appealed 
for

longer stay of execution, but the court 
stated that he had no power to make 
any change In the order.

FOR THE PACIFIC COAST 


Canal Bill to Carry Provision Keeping 


Railroad-Owned Ships From Waterway 


WASHINGTON, March IB. — A vic- 


tory of great Importance to the Pa- 
cific Coast has been. won, through the 
efforts of Congressman Knowland' In 
the _ amendment to the 
canal 
bill, 


which, when reported to the House, 
will provide for the exclusion of rail- 
road-owned ships from the Panama 
waterway and absohitely prohibit rail- 
road control, of all .steamship lines. - 


In view of the fact that at one time 
all mention of railroads was stricken 
from the bill, this amendment, along 
the lines of one originally suggested 
by Congressman Knowland, is one of 
the most notable achievements in leg- 
islation ever brought about In the In- 
terest of California and of the entire 
Pacific Coast. 
Its success followed 


an uphill fight of several months. 


The House Committee on interstate 


commprce yesterday reversed its ac- 
tion of a few days ago, and by a vote 
of 8 to 7 struck out section 2 of the 
canal bill relating to railroad-owned 
steamships and inserted the Coving- 
ton bill. This was done at Congress- 
man Knowland's Instance and was 
accomplished 
after 
a sharp 
fight. 


Oovinifton votpd against his own bill 
being Included in the canal bill. 


AMENDED. 


The canal bill as now constituted 


contains this paragraph: 


That section 5 .of tho act to 


regulate 
commerce, 
approved 
February 4, 1887, as heretofore 
amended. Is hereby amended by 
adding thereto a new paragraph 
at the end thereof, as follows: 
"From and after the first day 


of July, 1913, it shall bo unlaw- 
ful for any railroad onmptny suh- 
ject to the act to regulate com- 
merce, to own, lease, operate, 
control 
or have 
any 
Interest 
whatsoever (by stock ownership 
or otherwise, either" directly, in- 
directly, 
through 
any 
holding 


company, or In any other man- 
ner) in any common carrier by 
water with which said railroad or 
other carrier aforesaid docs or 
may compete for traffic; and in 
cnso of tho violation of this pro- 
vision each day in which such 
violation 
continues 
shall 
bo 


deemed a separate offense. 
Another paragraph also is included 


which requires interstate commerce 
railroads to make equal rates to all 
steamship lines which may partici- 
pate In Joint through rates for trans- 
portation. 


RAIT/ROADS TO FIGHT. 


The Pacific Mail and other railroad 
interests arc preparing to make a des- 
perate fight against this provision. 


Tho action of the committee came 
as a complete surprise to the Pacific 
Mail forces 
and 
they are dumb- 
' founded. Chairman Adamson of the 
committee said that tho committee 
was "anxious to dispose of the conten- 
tion regarding railroad-owned steam- 
ers so that the- committee could re- 


port without division, except on the 
single question of tolls. 


The bill -will be reported immedi- 
ately. A minority report-will be filed 
on Monday, signed by Knowland, 
Doremus and Broussard, and this v.lH 
be solely on the question of free tolls.

WHEELER PLEASED. 


. The Pacific- Mail and railroad in- 
terests will now be compelled to fight 
in the open on the floor. William R. 
Wheeler, 
who has

every move of the game in behalf of 
free competition through the canal is 
also credited with good work in se- 
curing the adoption of the Covington 
amendment 
He said" 


"I am delighted with the commit- 
tee's action, of course. If goes much 
further than wp had reason to ex- 
pect. The objection already has been 
made with the railroad interests that 
Congress has no right to declare that 
a railroad must sell its stock in a 
steamship line by a certain date, but 
there Is no merit in this contention. 
"Exactly the same thing was done 


in tho commodity 'clause of the inter- 
state commerce act and the Supreme 
Couit upheld tho law. The railroads 
were required to dispose of their own- 
ership In coal mines and the law was 
effective. 


"The same prohibition can be mode 
against railroad ownership of com- 
peting steamship lines. The commit- 
tee has taken very high ground on 
this question and I have no doubt that 
when tho matter Is threshed out In 
tho opon Congress will sustain the 
committee. 


"If so, tho Southern Pacific will be 


forced to dispose of its stock in the 
Pacific, Mail, and the steamship com- 
pany will have to operate as a legiti- 
mate steamship line, which I always 
have advocated. 


"I am sure tha£ nobody in San 
Francisco Is opposed to tho Pacific 
Mail as a steamship company; on the 
contrary, everybody would bo glad to 
see It prosper as an independent line 
competing with the railroads. What 
wo Object to Is the domination of tho 
Pacific Mall by the railroad." 


BITTER FIGHT.

duties to Interfere with this. 


Mrs. Hume resides at the Kittredge 


apartments In Berkeley. 
Regarding her 


resignation from the club, she said this 
morning:

friends In Ebell whom I regret to leave. 
In fact, there has never been anything 
JSul pleasantness for ms In my relations 
there. ' My sole reason for resigning was 
hat my work In connection with tho 
Civic League precluded my holding up my 
duties as a member of the club.
